Several well-estabilished cases of the
dizease hnve been discoversd in gar-
dens In ten small mining towns In Lu-
gorne eounty, in eastern Pennsyivianin

under way, In most of these gurdens
It hns been obreryved by the owners
during the last two sensons,  In mony
gurdens it has been severs for three
yvears, while in o few Instunees It hns
done considerable damage for four
yenars.
